Belgium’s April 17 Set Of 16 
Recognizes UN And Agencies; 
Mint Sold By UN In New York 


The first day of issue of the series of 16 Belgian stamps honor- 
ing the participation of the United Nations and the specialized 
agencies at the Brussels Universal and International Exhibition 
was April 17. The short notice of only 14 days did not permit prop- 
er advance publicity in the philatelic press for the convience of 
first day cover collectors. 

The Stamps comprise a set of ten regulars and six airmails. All 
are framed with the words “United Nations, Nations Unies, Vere- 
nigde Naties, Belgique Belgie”, and show the emblems of the United 
Nations and the Brussels Exhibition. 

Of special interest to Americans, 
both philatelists and otherwise, is 
the fact that seven of this out- 
standing set of adhesives were de- 
signed by the American artist, Jean 
Van Noten. A resident of Engle- 
wood, N. J., he divides much of 
his time between Winter Park, Fla. 
and Belgium. He designed the 50c, 
1, 2.50 and 20 franes regulars and 
the 5, 6.and 8fr. airmails.

H seemed that as a result of 
the Post Office bulletin, collec- 
gors were not only interested in 
iting complete matched sets of 
Whooping Crane plate blocks, in 
ail numbers and positions, but 
were even more anxious to get 
as many extra plate blocks of 
these first two plate numbers, 
25862 and 25863, as they could af- 
ford. All of this was in spite of 
the fact that—as officially con- 
¢ firmed—these two numbers were 
known to be coming through in 
poorly centered condition, 


The closest parallel that I can 
advance to this would be to com- 
pare it to a consumer product. 
Suppose a rumor were started 
fhat sugar is becoming scarce. 
Many people would buy up 
larger than normal quantities and 
ereate a scarcity where none 
really exists. “By the very nature 
of these excessive demands they 
would create an artificial short- 
age, and many others would suf- 
fer by inadequacies as a result 
of the original false rumor. 


Thus we can see how a plate 
number can be made to become 
scarce under certain conditions in 
spite of the fact that an abundant 
supply of it was originally avail- 
able, more than enough to go 
around to all the plate blocks col- 
Jectors in the United States sev- 
eral times over! The only con- 
elusion that I ean reach it that

The Garden Clubs which are common 
throughout the United States are almost 
wholly concerned with flowers rather 
than vegetables and the ladies who sup- 
port them could be better portrayed in 
snug fitting dungarees with an open neck 
blouse and a saucy straw hat, rather than 
in a flowing robe reminiscent of the days 
of the cave man and woman, There cer- 
tainly is nothing graceful about the fe- 
male on the stamp and we find that even 
those who do not have a philatelic mind 
and might thus excuse some things, are 
very much displeased with this stamp as 
is evidenced by an editorial in the Min- 
neapolis Star-Journal under the heading 
of — 











“Defend The Fair Sex!” 


“IF CONGRESS eg | wants to in- 
sti gz sxecutive department on an open and shut case, we've 

or te ae tee them ead priv facie evidence of guilt. The ques- 

tion—Why is the Post Office Department anti-people? 

“The evidence—the two new stamps pictured below. (The

“Compare them. Note the clean, graceful lines of the whooping 
eranes. Any bird—and many humans—would be proud to be por- 
trayed like that. ; 

“Now look at the gardening commemorative. Did any woman, 
even in the worst nightmares of a neo-pseudo-classic artist look like 
that? COULD any woman look like that? Even with a crick in 
her back—which she probably got pulling up crabgrass—would a 
woman stand like that? ; . 

“And look at the clutter of that gardening stamp’s design! Did 
the artist have to try to get in a representation of every vegetable 
and flower known to North American man? That’s supposed to be 
a stamp—not a horticultural Noah’s ark. 

“Investigate the Post Office Department, we say. Someone there 
is trying to subvert our art, our womanhood and who knows what 


else!” 


Philatelic Labels 


A letter from Chester, O. Bedell of Mineola, N.Y. brings to mind 
my own interest in collecting Philatelic Labels back 20 years or 
more ago. Mr. Bedell inquires about Philatelic Exhibition Seals or 
Labels and wants any information available about such. 

It would be quite a task to dig this up for years past but I do 
know that our publication had frequent items about such seals back 
about 1940 and around that date. Also in 1940 we published a cata- 
logue of all Philatelic Seals and Labels known to us at that time. 
The small catalog was about 5 x 7% inches in size with a handsome 
two-color cover enclosing 36 pages of listings and some advertise- 
ments. It was called “The Linprint Catalog of Philatelic Labels”. 

Perhaps a paragraph quoted from its Preface will give some 
desired information. “Philatelic Labels first made their appearance 
in Europe during the latter part of the last century and so far as 
we know the first Philatelic Labels to be issued in the United States 
were those two labels issued at Columbus, Ohio in 1908 by the Co- 
lumbus Collectors Club for the annual convention of the then 
‘American Philatelic Association.” It was at this 1908 Convention 
that the name of the organization was changed from ‘Association’ 
to ‘Society’. I naturally take great pride in this fact as it was I 
who produced and printed both of these labels and the fact that 
they were the forerunners of such labels for America gives me 
much reason to feel proud and naturally gives me added reason for 
an interest in collecting and classifying these labels.” 

Collecting Philatelic Labels or Seals is indeed a very interest- 
ing field and is a part of the history of our hobby of stamp collect- 
ing. For folks who like covers I could also suggest a collection of 
covers which have cachets for stamp club meets, sHows and ex- 
hibitions or any type of event by a stamp group where a cachet is 
used on a cover. A collection of such a nature should prove quite 
interesting. 

I still have quite a collection of the labels and now have many 
from foreign countries which have been issued in the years since 
this small catalogue was issued. 

Any collector who may have anything of this nature kicking 
around and who does not care for it can send it on to me and I 
will be glad to send something in exchange. Please state your de- 
sires and I will try to help.

Even the collectors of postal 
slogans have their big days! 
Stamp collectors have the op- 
portunity of running across flaws 
and errors frequently, but the 
slogan fan has to take most of 
his fun in the accumulation of 
specimens. 

Robert Winter of Brooklyn, N. 
Y. sends word about an error 
in the cancelling die used at 
Wenatchee, Wash. In a box is 
the wording “WASH. STATE / 
BLOSSOM FESTIVAL / WE- 
NATCHEE MAY 1-2-3”. But it 
was not always thus. 

When the die came to post- 

master Lester the name of the 
town was spelled “WENACHEE”. 
The “T” was missing right in 
the center. This was discovered 
almost right away with the re- 
sult that there are few slogan 
impressions with the wrong spell- 
ing. 
Don’t write to the Wenatchee 
postmaster for an impression of 
the incorrect wording. That die 
was sent back for replacement 
and hasn’t been in the possession 
of the post office there for some 
weeks. 

This isn’t the first instance of 
such an occurrence. However they 
are few and far between.

In this past week the mail has 
been loaded with requests for 
information about the 3c Liber- 
ty regular. Readers have noticed 
a difference in the appearance of 
the design and they want to 
know about it. This has been cov- 
ered here at least twice, and in 
the other columns of this paper 
on several occasions. 

Some of the 3-centers seem to 
have a dullish look to them, with 
the paper on the design side 
tinted same color as the picture, 





72| with now and again some slight 


smearing. Others have a sharp, 
| clean aspect — the color seems 


.52| brighter, while the design side 


has no tinting or smearing. 

The “smeary” ones are those 
| which come from the “old” type 
| rotary press which printed on a 
| continuous web of paper that un- 
| rolled at one end of the press and 
| was re-rolled at the other. Such 
| paper was kept damp to assist in 
| getting the ink to adhere to it 
as it was pressed into the in- 
cised areas of the printing plate. 

It also was without gum. Gum 
and perforations were added in a 
subsequent process after which 
the web was cut into sheets (four 
post office size panes in each), 
the sheets then being separated 
into four panes. 

When the plate is inked that 
which is on the smooth surface 
is supposed to be wiped off com- 
pletely leaving only that beneath 
the surface in the depressed areas 
and lines. It was not possible to 
do a perfect job of wiping with 
the result that some of the resid- 
ual ink was transferred to the 
printed side of the paper giving 
. a tint and sometimes a smeary 
ook. ; 


Stamps were produced 
many years by this process and 
a lot of them still are—commems, 
regulars, et al. 

Now the sharp ones are printed 
on the new sheet-fed rotary press. 
The paper is dry—is fully gum- 
med -— with each sheet large 
enough to have four panes print- 
ed on it. These are then _ per- 
fed and cut apart into post office 
size panes. 

It is possible by this method 

to do away with damp paper, 
and a gumming operation. It 
does require extra heavy pres- 
sure of the plate on the paper 
to cause the ink to adhere. This 
pressure seems to leave a sheen. 
A greatly improved wiping 
mechanism removes all the ex- 
cess ink from the plate’s surface 
which, of course, eliminates the 
tinting and smearing. 
_ More and more stamps are be- 
ing produced on the sheet-fed 
rotary press. I believe the first 
commem so produced was the 
Lewis and Clark of 1954, but I 
wouldn’t bet on it without look- 
ing it up. 

Our nation’s Bureau of E & P 
long last is modernizing the 
mechanical end of stamp produc- 
tion. The artwork for the most 
part is still in the dark ages.

Here was’ born Dr. Liberty 
Hyde Bailey who shared in the 
honors of the Garden commem 
when it was released at Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y. on March 
15. 


Kenneth M. Lyle of Paw Paw, 
Mich. just 30 miles from South 
Haven, sent this photograph along 
with some data about Dr. Bailey 
which isn’t generally known—or 
at least it wasn’t included in the 
news. stories at the time the 
stamp was issued. Mr. Lyle is 
an orchardist, has photography 
and stamps as hobbies, and is a 
graduate of the School of Horti- 
culture of Michigan State Univer- 
sity. 

He states that the Horticulture 
Department had Dr. Bailey as 
one of the founders in 1885—and 
as its head from 1885 to 1888. 

After his boyhood days in South 
Haven, he graduated from Michi- 
gan State in 1878, received his 
B. S. degree in 1886, and was on 
the teaching staff until leaving 
for Cornell around 1890. His por- 
trait hangs at the entrance of the 
M. S. Horticultural Building on 
the campus at East Lansing. It 
is effectively floodlighted night 
and day—there is always a beau- 
tiful arrangement of flowers and 
other horticultural products be- 
fore it. 





For a number of years’ the 
Treasury Department conducted 
an agency, similar to that where 
one can buy postage’ stamps, 
where revenue issues could be 
obtained at face.

_. “When a stamp is on cover is 
if possible to tell whether it is 
watermarked or unwatermarked 
without removing the stamp?” 
asks a lady reader. While she 
didn’t say so, I presume she re- 
ferred to U. S. ones. Many for- 
eign can easily be checked with 
a close look, or by holding the 
paper on which the stamp is af- 
fixed.to a strong light. 


U. S. stamps are tough enough 
to check at any time. The blues, 
yellows and orange especially so. 
And, since many times only a part 
of a letter of the watermark is 
to be found, a person needs all 
the absence of handicaps possible. 

First I'd suggest trying the 
strong light method. Then per- 
haps a color filter and a strong 
light. 

In the end it will probably have 
to be carefully removed from the 
envelope and checked in the usual 
way then replaced in the exact 
spot where it reposed originally. 
This is done all the time by 
people of experience such as deal- 
ers who must know what a stamp 
is, and again what condition it 
is in with an examination of the 
blank side.

The same government recently 
issued stamp booklets with Heuss 
regulars as follows: 3 x 20pf., 
2.x 10pf. 1 x 8pf., 2 x 5pf., and 
2 x Ipf. A total of 17 various 
combinations in booklets will be 
made up. Sheets of various com- 
binations for these booklets are 
available at Versandstelle fuer 
Sammlermarken beim  Postamt 
Frankfurt/Main 1, West Ger- 


many. 

SAARLAND ISSUED this 
year’s Saar-Messe (Saar Fair) 
stamp on April 10. A 15pf. red, 


it shows the silhouette of the 
Saarbruecken Town Hall and the 
trade mark of the fair, in an edi- 
tion of 1.5 million. 

EAST GERMANY released the 
expected 10pf. green and gray, 
and 20pf. red and gray Zille com- 
mems on March 20. The official 
FDC’s carry a design featuring 
Heinrich Zille on whose 100th 
birthday anniversary January 10 
the West Berlin authorities had 
already issued an 8pf. single. 
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The 10pf. was in a limited edi- 
tion, but the 20pf. was issued in 
a great quantity. 

AUSTRIA’S 4 SCHILLINGS 
red adhesive ‘was- released March 
25 with validity from March 27. 
It features a Vickers Viscount 
plane above a map of the coun- 
try. The edition of 3 million was 
issued in time for use on the 
March 31 first flight of the Aus- 
trian Airlines Wien*London route. 
LIECHTENSTEIN ADDED two 
Fair stamps on March 18, one for 
the Brussels event and the oth- 
er for the national fair. 

WEST GERMAN LUFTHANSA 
made several scheduled first 
flights April 1 and 2, and only FF 
LH 414 Frankfurt-Bruxelles-New 
York and return remain on the 
calendar. They are scheduled for 
May 7 and 10. 

Covers for these flights, prop- 
erly franked with German 
stamps, might be sent to Deut- 
sche Lufthansa-Hauptverwaltung, 
Koeln, Claudiusstr. 1, Germany, 
for the westward flight. 

As previously announced, only 
three of the twelve cachets pre- 
pared for scheduled flights have 
been used: Hamburg-Frankfurt- 
Rome, Hamburg-Frankfurt- 
Bruxelles-New York, and Ham- 
burg - Frankfurt - Santiago de 
Chile. For all other flights the 
Lufthansa cachets have been 


used. 

EAST GERMAN LUFTHANSA 
made its inaugural flights Erfurt- 
Dresden and return. Covers bear, 
in addition to posting and arrival 
markings, a postal-used cachet 
with a local design and an in- 
scription as to the route and date, 
March 31. 

Early in May the line will be- 
gin three additional domestic 
routes: Berlin-Karl Marx-Stadt, 
Leipzig-Karl Marx-Stadt, and 
Dresden Karl Marx-Stadt. Ca- 
chets will be applied on all cov- 
ers in each direction of each 
route. 

BELGIAN SABENA began 
service at the Bruxelles Fair air- 
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copters. Three cachets, one for 
each of the three routes, were in 
use: Bruxelles / Exhibition-Bonn, 
Bruxelles / Exhibition-Paris, and 
Bruxelles / Exhibition-Rotter- 
dam. . 

THE KLM-ROYAL DUTCH F 
Amsterdam-Saigon scheduled for 
April 7 did not get away, due to 
last-minute technical difficulties. 
Most of the covers submitted for 
the event have been returned 
with notes of explanation and 
apology, rather than being held 
indefinitely. 

EL AL ISRAEL AIRLINES did 
not use any &pecial cachets for 
the FF Tel Aviv-Munich-Paris on 
March 24. Some of the covers 
were imprinted with the EL AL 


eachet in Hebrew and English, 
but many covers were not so 
serviced. 


AIR FRANCE FF COVERS on 
the March 13 Paris-Quito-Lima 
flight were cacheted with a large 
rubber-stamped “Premiere Liai- 
son Aerienne Directe / Paris- 
Quito-Lima / 13 Mars 1958”. At 
Limo two arrival postmarks were 
applied, plus a round rubber- 
stamped “ler Vuelo Cia Air 
France / Lima-Paris / Lima, 16-3- 
58. Covers so marked are now 
back in the hands of their Eu- 
ropean senders, further imprinted 
on the backs with indicia of their 
return arrival in Paris, ‘“Paris- 
Aviation / Interieur / 23-3-1958”. 

A WEST GERMAN BALLOON 
FLIGHT took place on March 30. 
The Swiss Balloon “Helvetia” 
carried just those special covers 
which had been sold with a sur- 
charge for the benefit of the 
“Pestalozzi-Siedlung”, 

The covers carry some six as- 
sorted markings: one printed, the 
others applies by various stamp- 
ing devices. The first, and one of 
the remaining five, combine to 
show that the Bundespost au- 
thorities pursue with the same 
diligence as do the U. S. officials 
any “infringement” of their right 
to delegate mail-carrying au- 
thority. 

The covers were originally im- 
printed with a legend indicating 
they were “balloon mail” matter: 
“Mit Ballonpost-Poste par  Bal- 
lon”, “Landeort” and “Startort’. 
All these were diligently black- 
ed out by an officially applied 
rubber stamp “Auf Anordung 
ueberstempelt”. This was to say 
that these captions had been ob- 
literated by Post Office author- 
ization — in other words, this 
flight was an exhibition event 
and not a “mail-carrying route”, 
even for one trip! 

The remaining four markings 
were normal: the take-off cancel- 
lation reads, “Konstanz 1 / Pes- 
talozzi-Siedlung - Ballonflug / 
30.3.58”, and that of arrival, 
“Waldshut 1 / 31.3.58". There is 
also, on the face, a small green 
cachet “Freiballon / HB-BIN / 
Helvetia”, and on the back a 
larger rubber-stamped picture of 
a balloon. 

BELGIAN ANTARCTIC COV- 
ERS are arriving. Some flown 
from the first landfali at Cape 
Town, South Africa, are canceled 
“24-2-58.22” while others which 
came all the way to Belgium by 
seapost are marked ‘16-3-58.22”. 
Covers have been seen which 
originated in both Germanies, 
Luxembourg, Austria, Liechten- 
stein, Switzerland, the U. S. and 
Canada. They all bear cancella- 
tions of the Antarctic base “‘5-1- 
1958”, and may prove to be de- 
cidely rare. This is due to the 
fact that the advance notice of 
the December 2, 1957 flight which 
took them from Brussels to the 
Antarctic was too short for many 
collectors to submit their covers. 
“TERRE ADELIE” COVERS, 
from the French Antarctic Base, 
have been arriving lately. Some 
have a red backstamp “Base Du- 
mont-d’Urville” or “Station Char- 
cot”, but most of those seen do 
not carry any legend. 

SPECIAL POSTMARKS are 
still seen, with several examples 
arriving from West Germany and 
more to come: (22a) Oberhausen 
/ Rheinl, April 5-7, “Internation- 
ales Hockey-Turnier Oster 1958”, 
with design of a stick and puck; 
(17a) Karlsruhe 1, April 24-May 5, 
“2 Oberrehinische Hotel-und Gas- 
tstaetten-Fach-Ausstellung”, with 
design showing a waiter and a 
cook. 

Others scheduled are: (14b) 
Friedrichshafen, May 9-18, “9 In- 
ternationale Bodenseemesse”’; 
(20a) Soltau (Hau), May 16-18, 
“20 Jahre BSV_ Soltau-Heide- 
posta, LV. Tag Nieders” (Stamp 
Exhibition!); and (24a) Hamburg- 
Kleinflottbeck, July 9-13, “Duet- 
sches Spingund Fahrderby 1958”, 
design of a rider,

nen-Ausstellung”, with trade 
mark of the fair; (22a) Duessel- 
dorf, March 22-29, “IX Ordentle.

In fact, it would be more cor- 
rect-to refer to the event as “re- 
sumption” rather than inaugura- 
tion of air traffic. Firstly, it was 
the Austrian air navigation com- 
pany “Osterreichische Luftver- 
kehrs-Aktiengesellschaft”, which, 
under the direction of that pio- 
neer of aviation, Hofrat Deutel- 
moser, covered more than 712 
million air kilometres in the years 
1923 to 1938. 

During that period 120,000 air 
passengers as well as considerable 
quantities of freight, including 1,- 
600 tons of mail, were carried. 
Because of the remarkable level 
of safety attained the company 
won a high international reputa- 
tion. 

Secondly, the opening of traf- 
fic coincides with the 40th anni- 
versary of the inauguration of 
Austrian air service, which in 
fact, was the forerunner of public 
air transport in general. 

The annals of history are im- 
partial and clear. Austria began 
to operate its public airmail route 
Vienna - Krakow - Lwow (Lem-

rivalries. So on July 4, 1918, a 
second airmail route, linking up 
Vienna with Budapest, was open- 
ed. The inauguration ceremony 
was attended by several minis- 
ters, and numerous speeches 
marked the occasion. 


The Hungarian Administration 
had issued its own stamps for 
this purpose. With due regard 
for equal representation, the 
plane used for the inauguration 
flight was steered by Rittmeister 
FP. Raft v. Marwil, who was as- 
sisted by the Honved Lieutnant- 
Colonel FP. Vargha, acting as an 
observation officer. The line was 
to be extended later via Ujvidek, 
Crajova and Braila to Odessa. 


An acute shortage of material 
and manpower, which made it- 
self felt in the summer of that 
year, as well as technical difficul- 
ties and political dissesion, made 
it necessary for this line to be 
discontinued after a while. Time 
rolled on relentlessly, until No- 
vember 1918 saw the final dis- 
ruption of the Austro-Hungarian 
| Empire. With this event, the 
| Vienna-Kiew route, which was 
| working to the very last day, had 
| lost its purpose and meaning. 


The first public, international 
airmail route, unfortunately, was 
only a_ short-lived undertaking. 
Official offices and personalities 
that were alive.to the needs of 
our modern civilization had called 
it into extence. The staff mem- 
bers, in their turn, embraced their 
task with zeal and competency. 
In spite of the skepticism which 
prevailed at that time, they suc- 











|cess of the undertaking created}

ceeded in proving that aviation, 
that new means of transportation, 
was a coming concern. 


The forty years which elapsed | 
since that historic airmail flight, | 
have brought revolutionary 
changes in the field of trans- 
portation as a result of the rapid 
pace of technical development. 
The conquest of the air has made 
it possible for inland countrie§, 
too, to participate in world traf- 
fic, a concern which, until then, 
had been a privilege of the mari- 
time nations. Therefore, it is only 
natural that Austria in spite of all 
difficulties, should have made re- | 
peated efforts to get an active} 
share in international air traffic. | 

In the early days of aviation, } 
the role of Austria was a pre-| 
eminent one. Up to the beginning 
of World War I, this country took 





second place among the nations} 
engaged in air traffic. Even) 
though public air service was es- | 


sentially an Austrian innovation, | 
it suffered a heavy set-back aft- 
er the first World War. 

However, thanks to the enthu- | 
siasm and tenacity of the avia-| 
tors, it was possible after all to 
establish a national airline in the 
time of the First Republic. Up 
to the year 1938, OLAG planes 
earried the colors of Red-White- 
Red across many a boundary. The 
country made an essential con- 
tribution to the development of 
international air traffic by operat- 
ing its routes free of accident. 

The German annexation in 1938 
stopped the progress of Austria’s 
aviation at least formally. This 
did not mean, however, that in- 
terest in air traffic had ceased, 
and that all aspirations in this di- 
rection had been abandoned. A 
great many young people of Aus- 
trian origin still played an im- 
portant part in aviation. 

In 1945 when Austria regained 
her national integrity the situa- 
tion in the field of aviation was

The recorded history of Gibral- 
tar begins in A. D. 711 when the 
Arab conquerors of North Africa 
passed across the Straits to the 
European mainland. Tarik-ibn- 
Zeyad, a Moorish chieftain, land- 
ed in April of that year at Al- 
geciras from Ceuta. Marching in 
the direction of Cadiz he defeat- 
ed the army of the Visigothic 
King Roderic at the lake of Jan- 
da, near Medina Sidonia. Push- 
ing on, he captured Toledo. The 
Moorish invasion of Spain had 
begun. 

Tarik had earlier seized the 
heights above and around A\l- 
geciras and, appreciating the stra- 
tegic value of the Rock, occupied 
it with a small force. He ordered 
the building of the Moorish Castle. 
erecting a palace and citadel. The 
Rock became known as_ Gebel 
Tarik, or hill of Tarik. For about 
seven and a half centuries Gebel 
Tarik was in Moorish hands, and 
it was only in the last hundred 
years of that period that there 
were serious attempts by the 
Spaniards to capture the Rock. 

The final capture of Gibraltar 
from the Moors took place on 
August 20, 1462, the feast of St. 
Bernard, who consequently be- 
came Patron Saint of Gibraltar. 
The Spaniards held the Rock till 
1704. Three years previously Eng- 
land and Holland had joined with 
Austria and the Holy Roman Em- 
pire fn an alliance for a war 
against France and Spain, the war 
of the Spanish Succession. 

The Vice-Admiral of England, 
Sir George Rooke, appeared in 
the Bay of Gibraltar on July 20, 
1704 at the head of an Anglo- 
Dutch fleet. A landing force of 
about 1,800 British and Dutch 
marines was set ashore near the| 
North Front. The marines made | 
towards the town, the defenders 
found opposition was hopeless and 
on July 24 surrender was made. 
The Spaniards however, did not 
give up hope of recapturing the 
Rock, and the British forces were 
subjected to occasional sieges. The 
Great Siege as it is called, may 
be said to date from September 
13, 1779, when the first gun was 
fired in the long struggle against 
the large Franco-Spanish army 
under the Duc de Crillon. 

The British Governor was Gen. 
Augustus Eliott. Under his tireless 
and able leadership the garrison, 
though outnumbered by four to 
one, held out for tnree years, 
seven months and twelve days. 
Since March 12, 1783, when the 
fortess gates were opened after 
the Great Siege, there has been 
no attempt to capture the Rock 
from the British. With the end of 
the Napoleonic Wars, Gibraltar 
was able to make steady progress 
without threat of siege or large- 
seale raid. 

Twice during the first half 
of the twentieth century has the 
value of Gibraltar been proved, 
in 1914-18 and 1939-45. Gibraltar 
was a key point in the anti-sub- 
marine campaigns in both wars.

The stamps are steel engraved 
by the Atelier du Timbre, Malines, 
Belgium.

The issue will be limited to 
600,000 sets, with larger printings 
as required of the 1, 1.50, 2.50, 
and 5fr. regular values.

Syria’s Three ‘October Week’ Stamp 
Tribute To Cotton, Letter Writing And Babies

This propaganda for letter 
writing theme is reflected in the 
designs, which certainly provide 
a graphic lesson in how to write 
land post letters and even where 
to place the stamp and address 
on the cover! 

Thus, on the 5pi. emerald 
green airmail value, we see a 
typical middle class Syrian fam- 
ily—father, mother, teenage son, 
seated on the sofa and chairs 
and smaller boy and girl, all 
around a living room table. The 
father, in open neck shirt and 
short sieeves is reading the text 
of the first page of a letter, 


| while his wife, acting as amenu- 


ensis, starts writing the second 
page. 

There is no mistake about this 
being an Arab family, for she is 
starting to write in the Upper 
right hand corner of the letter! 
(Arabic is written from right to 
left, the opposite of English). 

Three opened covers are piled 
on the table before them, but in 
spite of the appeal of this de- 
sign to philatelists, it seerns that 
there are no collectors in this 
family, for the top cover has been 
rather messily torn open at the 
stamp end. Sister seems either 
to be reading a voluminous let- 
ter or a magazine. Little brother, 
however, has his chin on the 
palm of his left hand as he seems 
to contemplate the intrica- 
cies of Arabic spelling and cal- 
ligraphy. Short vowels are omit- 
ted, thus making it a sort of 
shorthand, and you have to know 
the word before you can spell or 
pronounces it correctly. In the

The cacheted official FDC’s| 
all have their illustration and 
commemorative texts at the left | 
side of the cover. They are all 
printed in black, and the illus- 
tration is merely an enlargement 
of the stamp design, minus the 
figures of value and postal in- 
scriptions. 

That of the cotton stamps 
reads, in Arabic, top to bottom: 
“Ministry of Posts, Telegraph, 
and Telephones Commemcrative 
Stamps Cotton Festival (Aleppo) 
3-5/10/1957”, in four lines. Below 
the illustration is a three-line 
French inscription reading: “Fes- 
tival of Cotton at Aleppo, 3-5 Oc- 
tober 1957”. 

The first day commemorative 
cancel, 30mm in diameter, ap- 
plied only in black, has an Ara- 
bic top half which translates: 
“Visit the Cotton Festival at 
Aleppo, 3-5 October, 1957”, and 
an exact French translation in 
the lower half 

International Letter Writing 
Week rated two separate designs 
for its week — October 6 to 12. 
Both were in the same 5pi. low 
value, in the enormous (for 
Syria) quantity of 2,000,000 each. 
Obviously these stamps are in- 
tended for widespread local use 
on postal cards and as supple- 
mentary values for other classes 
of mail. 

The fact that one of them is 





face of all these handicaps, he 
has almost finished a huge one- 
page letter. 

Junior looks smugly content 
over his own finished page. May- 
be he has just finished answering 
the letter lying beside his pencil 
on his own little coffee table. Its 
two-stamp cover, with the flap 
turned out, shows signs of more 
careful opening than father’s. 

Both boys are in short sleeved 
pull over sweat shirts. It seems 
that the unknown artist (who 
now has no place for his name on 
the “New Look” borderless 
stamps) designed these stamps 
during the summer. October is 
the mildest month of the Syrian 
year, and in November it gets 
quite cold in Damascus and in 
most of Syria. 

_ “Syria” appears in ornate Ku- 
fic colorless characters in the 
upper right corner, with the 
French equivalent, in colorless 
italics, occupying the left corner. 
Between them are the Arabic 
two-word inscription meaning: 
“Letter Writing Week” and the 
longer two-line French equiva- 
lent expressed as: “The Week of 
the Written Letter’. Figures of 
value and the postal inscriptions 
occupy lower left and right cor- 
ners, respectively. 

he Spi. magenta ordinary 
postage value (which is the de- 
sign selected for the cachet of the 
official FDC) shows a Syrian

box, while he holds another let- 
ter, with two stamps on it, in his 
other hand. He is in a modern 
sport shirt, and this is obviously 
another of the designer’s summer 
sketches. 

In the opposite (lower left) 
corner of the design is an en- 
largement of a cover, held in a 
hand, showing the correct way to 
address a letter and to place the 
stamp on it (on the face, and in 
the upper right corner, respec- 
tively). The ‘address’ reads, 
however, in Arabic, “Letter Writ- 
ing Week”, with the French 
equivalent below. 

A huge two-way arrow, the 
points at right angles, leads from 
the enlarged cover to the letter 
being mailed in the mailbox. The 
stamp on the enlarged cover, by 
the way, is the same 5pi. magen- 
ta commemorative on which it is 
printed—probably a_philatelic 
precedent, and_ strict “must” 
for stamps-on-stamps topicalists! 

The bilingual country name is 
at lower right, and inscriptions 
of value and postage at upper 
left. There is no commemorative 
text on the stamp other than that 
found as the address on the cov- 
er . This is certainly a stamp col- 
lector’s and more properly a cov- 
er collector’s item par excellence. 
Its low face value and’ large edi- 
tion should make it popular 
among general and topical collec- 
tors alike for years to come. 

There is no essential difference 
between the FDC cachet on this 
official cover and those on the 
other two save for the distinctive 
illustration and different wording 
of the texts. The letter writing 
set, however, did not rate the 
first day commemorative cancel 
of the other two, so that FDC’s 
are merely canceled with the 
usual Damascus postmark of Oc-

Club Got IGY Covers 


The Universal Ship Cancella- 
tion Society has assisted its 
members in obtaining a number 
of International Geophysical Year 
|covers through its close associa- 
tion with the activities of United 
States Navy agencies. 

The Navy is primarily respon- 
sible for logistical support, main- 
tenance and operation of IGY 
Stations in the Antarctic. This in- 
cludes _ postal facilities. The 
U.S.C.S. specializes in covers with 
naval postmarks and the related 
philatelic materials. 

Transportation provided by 
Task Force 43 consisted of many 
USN ships. A list of them was 
.published in the USCS “LOG”, 
the official monthly publication 
of the Society. Many members 
obtained covers as a direct re- 
sult of such published IGY infor- 
mation. 

Mail of this type is scarce be- 
cause of the transportation re- 
quirements and handling by IGY 
personnel at remote Stations, 
thus the number of covers avail- 
able is limited. Articles relative 
to IGY activities are published 
in the USCS “LOG” which is sent 
to members each month.
